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TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF OOTOBER 1900. 


Tux chief features of the weather during October were— 


(1) Cold season pressure conditions having appeared earlier than usual, the month was 
cooler and drier than in average years. 

(2) Two disturbances occurred during the month. The first of these moved north-west- 
ward into the north-west angle of the Bay, and, after 2* Orissa, recurved and caused 
cloudy showery weather in the western districts between the 6th and 12th. While the 
central area was approaching and passing over Orissa, heavy rain fell in that areu, and it is 
owing to these heavy falls that Orissa is the only division which reosived more than the 
normal amouvt during the month. The second depression entered the Bay from the east 
about the 20th and developed into one of considerable depth while crossing the Bay towards 
the Madras ooast, which it crossed on the 24th. The influence of this disturbance was much 
less marked over the Provinee, but it caused fairly general rainfall in Orissa and Lower 
Bengal in the early part of the fourth week 

ET he rain which then fell was most general in East Bengal, with the exception of Dacca 
and Mymensingh, which were almost entirely rainless. 

(8. Owing to the continued absence of rainfell in the eastern districts and over a great 

art of Assam, judging by the rainfali at Sibsagar, Dhubri and Silchar, falls were much 

low the normal over a great part of that area. Silchar received one-eighth of the usual 
amount, Dhubri lees than one-half, but at Sibsagar there was oonsideravle excess. North 
Bengal received on an average 1:52 inches as compared with a normal of 428 and Hast 
Bengal 2°18 as compared with 6°45 inches. 

At other times, that is with the exception of the two poriods of disturbed weather 
referred to above, the pressure distribution was of the cold soason type over the Provinee 
and in the north of the Bay, but towards the south it was lower than usual in the east of the 
Bay. In consequence of that arrangement westerly or north-westerly winds with little or 


no cloud and comparatively low temporature prevailed. This low tempeiature was more - 


marked in the western districts, asin Hast and North Bengal and Assam day readings were 
considerably above the normal probably owing to the absence of cloud in the early part of 
the month. Mean night temperature was low over the whole Province, but by small amounts, 
exoept in Bihar and North Bengal, where there was defect of 2° to 3°. 


At the beginning of the month pressure was rising in the west of the Province and 
falling in Bengal Proper and generally over the east of the Bay The distribution of the 
revious few daye had become more decided, with readings highest in the north-west and 
the over Burma, where there was a moderate defect. Tho gradient from north west to 
south-east was fairly steep as well as being unusual so early in the season, and northerly 
winds prevailed over the whole area. The mean difference from the normal varied from 
defect of 4° in the west of Bihar to excess of 4° at some of the eastern stations. The fall of 
became more general on the 2ad, wind was increasing at Diamond Island, and the 
unsettled conditions had be to move north-westward. During these early days showers 
were falling in the south of Hengal Proper, but they were generally light, the only fall of 
importance being 5 inches at Jessore on the 2nd. 


On the two following days a widespread and —— shallow depression was over the 
centre of the Bay with general cyclonic winds, which were of some strength in the south- 
east, but there was nothing to show that+ there was a well-defined cyclonic storm till it 
was close to the Orissa coast on the morning of the 6th. During the twenty-four hours 
preceding 8 a.m. of that date pressure fell nearly a quarter of an inch at Puri; and as there 
was a goneral rise, except in the area of disturbance, concentration was evidently proceeding. 
The greatest defect was 3 inch, so that the depression was of the kind usual in the monsoon 
sonson, 

In crossing Orissa the depression became diffused and partly filled up, and in the Central 
Provinces it reourved. On the morning of the 9th pressure fell slowly in the west of Bibar, 
the gradient became steeper in the western districts, and a shallow residual depression moved 
eastward across the north of the Provinoe, ultimately disappearing on the 11th. During these 
days cloudy showery weather was more or less general over the whole Province, but with the 
rapid rise of pressure on the 11th the distribution became normal, and on the following day 
was similar to that preceding the commencement of the disturbance. Pressure became 
high in the west of the Province and low over the south of Burma with northerly or north- 
westerly winds. Temperature was above the normal, except in the west of Bikar; but as 
northerly winds again me established, the comparatively cool weather was more general. 

For a week subsequent to the final disappearance of the above disturbance, fine calm 
weather prevailed over the whole area, and it continued practically unchanged in the north 
of the Province till the end of the month. ‘The first signs of the second disturbance were 
very faint, and indicated the approach of a low pressure area from the east towards the 
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between the 19th and 2lst were almost the only indications that a shallow depression bad 
entered the south of the Bay. There was some increase of wind furce at Diamond Island, 
the greatest average velocity being 14 miles an hour on the 20th. There were the usual 
unsettled weather in the south of the Bay on the following days, and on the 28rd 
pressure fell rapidly on the Madras coast. The centre of the depression crossed the coast on 
the 24th a little to the north of Madras, moving in.a direction almost due west. 


The depression was of small extent, the —*5—— of pressure being confined to the 
Madras stations, but it caused strong winds and heavy rain as far north as Vizagapatam, and 
cloudy weather with light showers over a wide area, including Orissa, Lower Bengal and 
Arokan. The showers in Bengal continued till the 26th, after which fine weather Teams 
established over both the Province and the Bay and continued without interruption till the end 
of the month. 

Pressure was usually above the normal in Bengal and Orissa, and the only occasion 
when any considerable variation occurred was when the depression was crossing Orissa 
uring the second week. The low pressure then prevailing in the south-west and afterwards 
in the west of the Province was of short duration. In consequence of the continued high 
readings, mean pressure for the month is above the normal over the whole area by amounts 
diminishing from the north towards the south. Excess is *05 inch in North Bengal aud 
Bihar and about *03 inch in the south of Orisea and the southern parts of East Bengal. 


Temperature.—Owing to the northerly or north-westerly winds, temperature was low in 
the western districts ; but as cloud was cémparatively light in Assam and the adjacent parts 
of East and North Bengal, the days were warmer than usual at eastern stations, The 
difference from the normal maximum —— for the month varies from defect of 
8° in the west of South Bihar to excess of 3° in East Bengal and Assam. Mean minimum 
temperature was practically normal, except in Bihar and North Bengal, where there was 
defect of 2°. In North and East Bengal and Assam the average moan excess was about 
half a degree. In South-West Bengal aud Orissa temperature was normal, aud in Bihar and 
Chota Nagpur there was defect of 1°. 


Rainfall was less — than usual in all parts of the Provinoe, the number of 
rainy days being below the normal in the various divisions. There is also a considerable 
to large deficiency in the amount, except in Orissa, where heavy rain fell on the 6th 
and 7th while tho depression was crossing that area, On an average for the division 
the rainfall was 6°8 inches as compared with a normal of 5:9. In Bihar, where the rainfall 
was general and fairly heavy between the 8th and llth owing to the recurving of the 
depression, defect was only half an inch, and in Chota Nagpur it was rather more 
than one inch, but in Bengal Proper and the greater part of Assam there was a large 
deficiency. North Bengal reecived only 86 per cent. of the normal and Lower Bengal 
about 40 per cent. 

Showers fell in parts of Bengal Proper and Orissa in the early days of October, and 
oocasivnally these were heavy, as at Jessore, on the 2nd. They were only local showers such 
as ocour with the variable winds prevailing at the change of seasons. The other rainfall 
of the month was due to the disturbances, which have been referred to ubove; the first 
moved north-westward and caused almost the whole rainfall of the month. General rainfall 
began in the south of the Province on the 6th and extended to the northern districts a day 
or two later. It finally ceased about the 12th. The second disturbance towards the end 
of the month gave cloudy weather over the whole Province, but only light showers fell, and 
those in the southern districts. 


The following table gives a comparison between the actual monthly and total rainfall 
and the normal rainfall of the province up to the end of October in the same form as has 
been employed in the previous monthly abstracts ofthe present year. The figures represent 
the ratio of the rainfall of each month of the present year to the normal rainfall expressed 
asa percentage. ‘The table thus gives a condensed summary of the rainfall data of the year 
for each meteorological division. The first ten columns give the percentage amount of 
rainfall received in each month, and the last column the percentage rainfall of the whole 
period from the Ist of January to the end of October :—

1. The Resolution reviewing the Divisional Reports on the working of the District 
Boards in Bengal during 1898-99. 


Tnere has beea no change during the year under review in the number of 
District and Local Beards in Bengal, ard the area controlled by them also 
remained the same, Since the close of the year, the provirions of the Bengal 
Local Self-Government Act, IIL of 1885, have been extended to the districts 
of Hazaribagh, Ranchi, Palomau and Manbhum, and a Local Board has been 
formed in the Alipur subdivision of the district of Jalpaiguri. 
2, Constitution of District Boards,—On the 3ist March last the 38 District 
. Boards contained in all 796 members against 795 in 1898-09. The difference 
of one in the total strength of members was due to the fact that the seat of one 
eleeted member of the hhulna District Board remained vacant throughout the 


.* year 1898-99. One hundred and ninety-one out of these 796 members were 
! appointed «x officio, 271 were appointed hy Government and 3834 were 
& clecied by the Local Boards, as compared with 186, 281 and 328, respectively, 

. in 188-99; of these 251 were officials and 545 non-officials, Kuropean 
i and Eurasian members numbered 196 and natives of the country 600. 
| Dwing the year 575 :neetings were convencd, or 20 more than in 1898-94. The 


District Board of Saran heads the list with 27 meetings, Pwi comes next with 
28, and Rangpur follows with 21. On the other hand, the District Boards of 
; Rajshahi and Monghyr met only 11 times during the year, and no explanation 
5 has been given of their neglect of the rule that a meeting shall be held at 
least once a monih, ‘Ihe attendance was best in Hooghly and Saran, and 
worst in Ja'paiguri end Puri. The average attendance of official members at 
' ench meeting was the same as that of the previous years, viz., 36, and that 
* of the non-officiul members was 7 against 6°9 in 1898-99. The improvement 
V—⸗ noticed last year in the declining number of meetings which had to be 
adjourned or which proved abortive for want of a quorum, was maintained 
* during the year, tle figures being 45, 52 and 61, respectively, for the three 
years 1899-1900, 1898 99 and 1897-98, 
— 3. Constitution of Local Boards.—The 105 Local Boards contained, on the 
fF 81st March lust, 1,251 members, or 2 more than in the previous year, Of these, 
a 46 were ex-oficio members, 832 were nominated, and 383 elected, as compared 
i with 39, 803 and 417, respectively, in 1898-99, Officials numbered 155 and non- 
%, officials 1,196, while the total of Europeans and Eurasians amounted to 113 
against 1,145 natives of the country. The total number of meetings held was 
1,218, or 111 more than in 1898-99, Of these, 200, as compared with 187 in 
the previous year, had to be adjourned or proved abortive, owing to failure to , 
form a quorum. Fifty one Boards, as against 63 in the previous x 
ear, failed to meet once a month, and 6 of these, viz., Hajipur, Sitamarhi, 
hakurgaon, Nowgong and Dinapore, held only 5 meetings, or less, during the © 
year. The Dinapore Local Board held only 3 meetings during the year, . - 
f of which 1 was adjourned, and no attempt has been made to explain why so 
few meetings were held, There was a slight improvement generally in the 
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attendance of non-official members, that of the official members being the same 
during the past two years, 


4, £lections.—General elections of members of Local Boards were held in “4 


three subaivi-ions of the district of Midnapore and in all the four subdivisions” 


of the dis'rict of Patna. On the latter the Commissioner makes no remarks, 
while in the former district the principal feature of the clections was the 
indifference displayed by the voters, who, the Commissioner considers, ure 
quite content to leave matters to their superiors, The same feature is notice- 
able with regard to the various bye-elections held during the year, which appear 
to have aroused little or no interest. 

h,  Ucewpateon of members,—The occupations of the members of the District 
and Local Bourds are shown in the statement below:— 
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There has been no material change in the composition of the Boards, 
Zamindars, as last year, furnished the largest proportion of members of both 
District and Local Boards, and next to them come Government servants in 
the casa of District Boards, and pleaders and mukhtears in the case of Local 
Boards. 

6. Powers of Local Roards.—The only changes in respect of the powers 
of Locul Boards were the withdrawal of the management and supervision of 
village rouds from the Local Boards in Murshidabad and the delegation of the 
maintenance of certain district roads to the Loval Boards in Pabna. ‘Tho 
powers of the Local Boards in Mymensingh, as regards administration of the 
grants for primary education, were also withdrawn to some extent during the 
yeur, In the districts of the ’atna Division a proposal is under consideration to 
re-classify several of the roads, and to withdraw all roads costing on an average 
over Rs. 10 a mile from the management of the Local Boards and place them 
in charge of the District Engineer. 

7. Union Committecs.—Vhe table below shows the constitution, income and 
expenditure of the several Unions :— 
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The number of Unions was reduced from 57 to 56 by the abolition of the 
Chandpur Union in the district of Tippera in consequence of the estab- 
lishment of a Municipality there. The number of the members of Union 
Committees and the number of meetings held show respectively a decrease of 7 
and 14, as compared with the previous year. Tho total income also declined from 
Rs. 22,865 to Rs. 18,527, and the expenditure from Rs, 21,388 to Rs. 20,644. 
Thirty out of the 56 Unions expended the whole or nearly the whole amount 
which was at their disposal, while no expenditure was incurred during 
the year by the Gorapata Union in the district of Jessore, by the Shahjad- 
pur Union, the only Union in the Rajshahi Division, and by four ont of the 
five Unions in the district of Balasore. In the case of Shahjadpur it is 
stated that there was no Chairman for some months, that the members did 
not take sufficient interest in their work, and that consequently the allotments 

laced at the disposal of the Union were notutilised, As regardsthe five Unions 
in the district of Bulasore, it is reported that the Jellasore, Berhampore and 
Bhadrak Unions did not hold any meeting during the jo and that although 
the Remimoo Union held two meetings, it practically did nothing. The Union 
at Soro is said to have done something. The Commissioner of Burdwan 
remarks that the closing balance of each Union Committee in the district 
of Burdwan is too large, and shows that their income, small us it is, 
is not fully utilised. It is reported that the Union Committees in the district 
of Midnapore have, on the whole, done better work during the year, and 
that a change for the better is perceptible in the attitude of the Local 
Boards towards these bodies. The Pandua and Balagarh Unions in the district 
of Hooghly worked satisfactorily, but the Haripal and Chanditala Unions have 
not been favourably reported on. The Chairman of the Howrah District Board 
states that the Union Committees in his district do not seem to have improved 
so far as keeping of accounts is concerned, and that they try to ignore the Local 
Board. The Basudebpur Union in the 24-Parganas, all the Unions in Nadia, 
and the Keshubpur, Kalia, Benodpur and Harinakunda Unions in Jessore are 
said to have worked well. The Magistrate of Murshidabad reports that the 
system of Union Committees in his district is practically a failure. The Chair- 
man of the Brahmanbaria Local Board remarks that the Union Committees 
have, during the year under review, worked better than in the preceding year, 
and that the Sarail Union Committee is showing signs of life. The Union Com- 
mittees at Lakshmipur, Hatiya and Sandip are suid to have done their best to 
improve the sanitation of the localities in their charge, and to have taken a 

t deal of interest in the execution of the works entrusted to them. The 
—— of the Fenny Local Board states that the members of the Fenny 
Union showed a little more interest than in the preceding year, and that they 
have spent judiciously the whole of the grant allotted to them. It is evident 
that, as an administrative agency, Unions are neither necessary nor useful, 
while, regarded as a medium for education in the art of Self-Government, their 
success has at most been faint and partial,

9. Provincial ratee,—This item of revenue represents the proceeds of the 
road cess less the cost of collection and revaluation, The increase of receipts 
from Rs, 89,64,562 to Rs. 41,34,825 is shared by 25 out of the 38 District 
Boards, and is due, as usual, to improved collections and to revaluations. 

10. Jnterest.—'The income under this head shows an increase of Ks. 1,960 
which is attributed, as in the preceding year, to the larger collection o 
arrears of road cess. 

11. Pounds.—There was an increase of 44 in the total number of pounds 
under the management of District Boards, but a decrease of Rs. 1,517 in the total 
income derived from them, The decrease was largest in the Rajshahi Division, 
and occurred in all the districts, except Rangpur. All the districts of the Presi- 
dency Division, except the 24-Parganas, also show a decrease, and it is attributed 
to the — in the competition for pounds and to bad collections. Inspec- 
tion of pounds was conducted in the same manner as usual, and disclosed the 
usual Jelinquencios on the part of pound farmers, which were dealt 
with ‘according to circumstances. There was no change in procedure 
observed —— leases of pounds.

14, Sctentifie and other Minor Departmenis,—Stationery and Printing. —The 
increase under two these heads is slight, and calls for no remarks, 

15. <Afiscellancous.x—There was a decrease of Rs, 13,537 in the income 
under this head, The falling off is noticeable chiefly in Chittagong, Muzaffar- 
pur, and Cuttack, In the case of Chittagong, it is said to be due to the smaller 
collection of rent from the ijardars of certain road-side lands who objected 
to pay their dues on the ground that their lands were made unfit for cultivation 
by deep pits made in them in copes the roads, and to there being no sale of 
— trees during the year. ‘The decrease in Muzaffarpur is ascribed to 
smaller realizations of fees, finos and forfeitures, and that in Cuttack to the fact 
that in the previous year the sale proceeds of a promissory note of Rs, 1,000 
were shown under this head which swelled the figures for that year. 

16. Railways. —The sum “of Rs, $1,932 shown against Howrah represents 
the Board's share of the profits from the Howrah-Amta Light Railway. The 
success of this undertaking is very gratifying, and should stimulate other 
Boards to encourage the promotion of well-considered schemes of local com- 
munication. 

17. Minor Works and Navigation.—A sum of Rs. 225 was realised as rent of 
the fishery in the drainage channel along the Diamond Harbour Road against 
Rs. 179 in the previous year, ‘The receipts from canal revenue in Chittagong 


; o also increased from Rs. 12.826 to Rs, 14,757, and is attributed to the improved 


circumstances of the people. 

18. Civil Works.—The income shown under this head is derived from 
ferry receipts and contributions for specified works, ‘The former of these rose 
from Rs, 4,386,007 to Rs, 4,61,932, and the largest increase was in the Rajshahi 
Division, Rangpur alone showing an increase of nearly kis. 10,000. ‘This in- 
crease is attributed to better collections. The largest decrease was in Patna, and 
is ascribed chiefly to remissions granted to ghat farmers for losses sustained 
by them during the prevalence of plague. Inspections of ferries were con- 
ducted as usual, and disclosed a certain number of causes for complaint 
which, however, is not unreasonably high. The receipts from contributions, 

Seipelr from Government, vary from year to year according to the 
rovincial Works entrusted to local bodies for execution. In the year under 
review they amounted to Rs, 7,39,061 as against Rs. 4,41,509 in 1898-99. 

19. Contributions—The annual contributions made by Government to 
equalise the assets and charges of the several District Boards, that is, the 
contributions which were fixed by Government to meet certain branches of 
expenditure made over to District Boards on their constitution, and which have 
been from time to time increased pari pagsu with the expenditure in question, 
amounted to Rs. 5,12,348 against Rs. 5,12,108 in the previous year, 

20. Loans.—The District Board of Chittagong obtained from Government 
a loan of Rs. 39,000 to enable them to repair the damages done by the cyclone 
of October 1897 to roads and bridges. The sum of Rs. 1,50,000 shown against 
Darbhanga represents the amount borrowed by the District Board from Govern- 
ment for the construction of pontoon bridges in the district. 

21. Deposits and advances.—The sums deposited as security for the pay- 
» contractors, and others and the recoveries 
advances made from District Funds decreased 
_ from Rs. 4,22,934 to Rs. 3,38,653. The decrease was due to casual variations

percentage Jevied for audit by Government from one-half to three-fourths per 
cent,, the grant of annual increments to employés, purchase of furniture, appoint- 
—7 of udditional clerks, and heavier expenditure on account of travelling 
allowances. 

23, Police.—Cattle Pound Oharges.—The expenditure on cattle pounds 
amounted to Rs. 21,749 against Rs, 18,374 in 1898-99, The largest increase 
was in Monghyr, and is said to be due chiefly to the construction and repairs 
of pound-houses, which were undertaken during the year. Increased expenditure 
accompanied by decreased receipts is an unsatisfactory feature, and it be- 


hoves all supervising officers to keep a watchful eye on this branch of the 


Board’s administration. 
. 24. Marine.—The outlay under this head decreased from Rs, 8,245 to 
Rs,4,654. The decrease in Pabna has not been explained; that in Noakhali 
was mainly due to the reduction of the subsidy paid for the steam service between 
Barisal and Ichakhali; and thet in Malda to the payment of a smaller amount 
during the year to the farmer of the Rajmahal ferry for plying a steamer 
between Rajmahal and English Bazar during the rainy season. 

25. £ducation.—The tollowing abstract, which has been compiled from 
Appendix B, shows the edusationsl expenditure of District Boards during the 
last two years ;—

» than 30 per — of decir income to education, while allthe District Boards in 
the Patna and Bhagalpur Divisions, with the exception of Malda and the 
District Boards of Howrah, Murshidabad, Jessore, Jalpaiguri, Mymensingh and 
Backergunge, show an expenditure below 20 per cent. | In Shahabad the 
roportion was only 9:2 per cent. Under primary education Balasore i 
the list with a ratio of 30°] per cent. Bankura, Pabna, Daeca, 
Faridpur, Tippera, Noakhali, Chittagong, Puri and Cuttack, the ex iture 
was 20 per cent. or more, and in four districts, viz-, Patna, Gaya, Shahabad ° 
and Saran, it was below 10 per cent. The Commissioner of Rajshahi notices 
the expenditure on education, especially on secondary education, by the 
District Boards of his Division as diverting an excessive proportion of the scanty 
resources of the Boards from objects of more general and pressing necessity. 
This was especially marked in the case of Pabna. Under section 48 of the Act, 
the Commissioner has power to revise the budget estimates of any Board in 
which, in his opinion, excessive or insufficient provision is made for any branch 
of administration. The evil complained of is therefore within his power to 
remedy. 

7. The statistics given in Subsidiary Table III appended to the depart- 
mental Report on Public Education show that the total number of High and 
Middle schools maintained by District Boards remained the same, viz,, 165, 
but the number of pupils in them declined from 11,383 to 11,244. This 
decrease in the number of pupils occurred in Middle Vernacular schools only, 
the number of pupils in Middle English and High schools having increased. 
The total number of High and Middle schools aided by District Boards, as well 
as the number of pupils in them, decreased from 988 and 64,664 to 968 and 
63,940, respectively, during the year. The total number of upper and lower 
primary schools for boys maintained by District Boards was 8, as inthe previous 
year, but the number of scholars in them increased from 180 to 194. The total 
number of such schools aided by those bodies gained both in number and in 
strength ; the figures for the two years being 28,871 and 8U9,647 in 1898-99 and 
29,041 and 824,777 in 1899-1900, —— . The following table, which 
compares the number of girls’ schools aided by District Boards and the number 
of pupils attending them during the past two years, shows that there was an 
increase during the year both in schools and pupils, '

28. The observations of the Director of Public Instruction on the subject 
of the relations between the District Boards and the Education Department and 
the working of the Local Boards are quoted below :—

“ Local Boards.—Local Boards were, in some districts, entrusted with the administration 
of the pri fund and the control of the primary education. In many cases they are 
reported to dilatory. In the districts of Murshidabad and Jessore in the Presidency 

2 Division, the authority vested in them is more real; they pass stipend and reward bills and 
make payments by postal money-orders. The members of the Sadar Local Board in the 
Murshidabad district are also reported to have inspected 77 primary schools under its

** ‘This,’ says the Assistant Inspeotor of Schools, Presidency Division, ‘is undoubtedly a 
very satisfactory course for self-governing bodies to ascertain their real wants, and the 
examples set in Murshidabad should be followed in other districts in which the Local Boards 
have anything to do with education.’ 

“In the Rajshahi Division three Local Boards in the Rajshahi district and one in 
Dinajpur are entrusted with the general supervision and control of primary schools. In the 
Dacca Division, the Local Boards have no control over educational matters. Three Local 
Boards in Ti in the Chittagong Division, are entrusted with the control of stipendiary 
primary schools, but it is reported they have done — during the year which would tend 
to ote primary education in their jurisdictions. In the Patna Division the Local Boards 
in the Shahabad district have control over stipendiary primary schools, and in the district of 
Patna taney are vested with the power of making payments to primary schools and to the 
lower primary scholarship-holders. 

“The Local Boards of Monghyr and Bhagalpur in the Bhagalpur Division continue to 
have charge of primary education under the general control of the District Boards. The 
Local Boards in Orissa under which the educational functions are limited to the control of 
the stipendiary primary schools were reported to have done this work fairly well.” 

20. Employment of Muhammadans as Sub-Inspectors of Schools. —In September 
1897, a circular was issued enjoining that in certain districts where the 
Muhammadan population preponderated, » proportion of the Sub-Inspectors of 
Schools should, if possible, be Muhammadans. Since then the number of 
Muhammadan Sub-Inspectors of Schools to be employed has been fixed 
with reference to the proportion of the Muhammadan to the Hindu popula- 
tion of each district, and it has been ruled that until the number fixed is 
attained, the Boards shall, on the occurrence of every vacancy in the establish- 
ment of Sub-Inspectors of Schools, appoint a Muhammadan thereto, provided 
that a duly qualified candidate was available, In the 24 Parganas, three 
Muhammadun Sub-Inspectors of Schools were appointed during the year, 
two in the place of Hindu officers and one in the place of another Muham- 
madan. Jn Khulna a new Muhammadan Sub-Inspector was appointed, 
and placed in charge of a part of the Satkhira subdivision, where the number 
of primary schools is largest. The District Board of Dacca appointed 
one Muhammadan Sub-Inspector of Schools during the year. In almost all 
the districts of the Patna and Bhagalpur Divisions there is a fair proportion of 
Muhammadan Sub-Inspectors. No remarks on the subject occur in the reports 
from the Burdwan, Rajshahi and Orissa Divisions. In the other districts no 
opportunities occurred of giving effect to the wishes of Government. 

30. Special Schools—There are, few changes to note under this head, 
The technical school at Nasirabad had to be closed temporarily in consequence 
of the falling off in the number of boys on the rolls. A boarding-house for 
the accommodation of pupils of the technical school at Rangpur was started 
during the year, Rai Bonomali Rai Bahadur of Tarap having borne the cost 
of construction of the building. The same gentleman has also offered to 
bear the cost of increased accommodation of the workshop attached to the 
school, A domestic loom was obtained during the year for the introduction 
of weaving in the Artizan Department of the school. A seed house was 
erected for the Sericultural school at Rampur Boalia, at a cost of Rs, 2,000, 
which was — by the Government of India. The —— Boards ; hd 
Muzaffarpur, Mymensingh and Backergu sent up students wi 
— to tha Veteduery ege at Belgechis, and the District Board 
1 of Noakhali awarded a scholarship to a native of the district for the prosecution 

of his studies at the Calcutta Art School. The District Board of Malda 
awarded a scholarship to a boy for education in the Rajshahi Diamond 
Jubilee Industrial School The District Board of Cuttack provided three 
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olarships for technical education, tenable at the Jobra Workshop, and one 
scholarship tenable in the Sibpur Engineering College, A Madrassa in Dacca 
was aided by the District Board in consideration of its teaching middle 
examination standards in addition to its legitimate course of studies in Arabic 
and Persian. 

31. Female Medical Education.—Besides the scholarships mentioned in last 
year’s Resolution, the District Board of Pabna granted a stipend of Rs. 10 ; 
a month to a girl to enable her to prosecute her studies at the Campbell . 
Medical School: the District Board of Dacca a scholarship of Rs. 7 to a female ‘ 
student of the Dacca Medical School; and the District Board of Shahabad a 
scholarship of Rs. 10 to a female student in the Temple Medical school at 
Bavkipore, 

82. Medical.— The expenditure under this head fell from Rs. 3,98,686 to 
Rs. 3,86,357. The decrease occurred in the Chittagong and Patna Divisions 
only, all the other Divisions showing an increase, The largest fall was in 
the Patna Division, where the decreaso is only apparent, being due to the 
large expenditure incurred by the District Board of Shahabad during the 
previous year on the construction of the Plague Observation Camp at Chausa, 
which was subsequently refunded by Government to that body. In the 
Chittagong Division, the decrease occured in Tippera alone, and it is owing to 
the transfer of the charges incurred during the year on account of improvement 
of water-supply, village sites, &c., from this head to the head “ Civil works.” 

33. The following table compares the number of dispensaries which were 
wholly maintained or aided by the several District Boards in the Province during 
the past two years, the expenditure incurred on account of them by those bodies 
and the ratio borne by the expenditure on medical charity to the ordinary 
income of each District Board :—

The 
compilation of lists showing in detail the water-supply in each village of the 
Province has been generally advanced during the year, and is now, with a few 
exceptions, complete, , 

35. Only five District Boards spent money on the improvement of 
the sites of villages, viz., Jessore, Dinajpur, Tippera, Patna, and Gaya, 
the largest expenditure having been incurred by the District Board of 
Tippera, viz., Rs. 7,278. The expenditure on sanitation at fairs is chiefl 
composed of grants of Rs. 3,648 by the District Board of Saran towar 
Sonepur and the other smaller fairs in the district; Rs. 2,662 by the 
District Board of the 24-Parganas towards the Ganga Sagar and Harwa 
Fairs, and Rs, 1,370 by the District Board of Dacca, towards the Kartik 
Buruni and Nangalbund Fairs. The greater part of the expenditure on other 
sanitary objects is accounted for by a contribution of Rs, 18,137 by the District 
Board of Rangpur for the improvement of the drainage of the town (a charge 
which should apparently have devolved upon the Municipality and not on the 
District Board); Rs. 4,000 oy the District Board of Shahabad for the mainten- 
ance of the Arrah water-works; and contributions from the District Boards of 
Birbhum, Howrah, Patna, Gaya, Champaran, Muzaffarpur, Darbhanga and Puri 
towards the cost of plague measures, .I'wo schemes have been set on foot, one 
in Pabna and the other in Rajshahi, for the drainage of the Chalan and the 
Cherail bils respectively. Measures for giving effect to the schemes under the 
Sanitary Drainage Act are being taken in concert with the District. Boards 
concerned, ‘These are the first instances since the Act was passed in which the 
powers conferrea by it have been utilized, 

86, Scientific and other Minor Departments,—District Boards have but little 
money to spare for the objects enumerated under this head, and veterinary charges 
fell from Rs. 7,132 to Rs. 5,859. The District Board of Burdwan coutinued to 
maintain the veterinary institution which was opened during the previous 
year, The total number of animals treated in the institution was 383 

inst 152 in the previous year, and the number treated in the interior of the 
district was 417 against 231. The services of the Veterinary Assistant attached 
to the dispensary are reported to have been very useful, as cattle-disease is very’ 
common in the district. In Birbhum a Veterinary Assistant was temporarily 
appointed during the year for treating cattle in affected areas. A proposal 
for establishing a Veterinary Hospital at Nasirabad was under consideration 
during the year, A Veterinary Dispensary was opened at Gaya on the 20th 
Jannary 1900. The Veterinary Assistant, who was einployed by the District 
Board throughout the year, visited 104 villoges and treated 360 animals. ‘The

39. “Miscelianeous,—Miscelianeons charges increased from Rs. 40,071 to 
Rs. 45,915. The increase was largest in Darbhanga, and is said to be due to the 
adjustment of the old outstanding advances of the Madhubani Local Board by 
debit to this head and credit to ‘‘ Advances.” 

40. Famine Kelief—The expenditure under this head amounted to 
Rs, 2,728. In Tippera Rs. 208 was incurred on the treatment of destitute 
coolies, (Of the total outlay of Rs. 2,513 in Puri, Rs. 2,227 represent the 
paymeut of the liabilities of the Board for relief works undertaken during 
1896-97, 

41. Minor Works and Navigation,—The increase of expenditure in ‘lippera 
was due to the reopening of a boat service between Akhoura and Bechoaabarin: 
which had been abolished on the opening of a steamer service between those ™ 
places. The decrease in Chittagong is due to the abolition during the year of 
the temporary establishment entertained for checking extortions by canal 
farmers. The District Board of Malda spont Rs. 195 for clearing snags from 
navigable rivers against Rs. 161 during the previous year,

chiefly under the head “Communications—Original Works,” The largest 











increase was in the Patna Division, particularly in Darbhanga, where works 
which had been left unfinished at the end of 1898-99 were completed duri 
the year under review, and where materials for pontoon bri were collec 
at a cost of Rs. 96,102. The District Board’s office and Road Cess building at 
Mymensingh, which was wrecked by the earthquake of 1897, was reconstructed 
at a cost of Rs, 15,512, of which Government contributed one-fifth. Other 
important works undertaken by District Boards were the construction of 
74 spans of pontoon bridges over the Bur Gundak and Bagmati rivers in 
Darbhanga at an estimated cost of Rs. 2,01,111, the construction of bridges on 
the Goalundo road, Dacca, at a cost of Rs. 11,498, the construction of masonry 
bridges over the Manjur and Dhanauti streams in Champaran at a cost of 
Rs. 11,281, and Rs. 13,787, respectively, and of an iron — bridge over 
the Lakhandai in Muzaffarpur ata cost of Rs. 14,671. The Purnea District 
Board spent Rs. 30,695 on the upkeep of 105 miles of the Ganges and Darjeeling 
Road. 
43. Appendix C, column 9, shows that the average percentage of expen- 
diture on Civil Works to total expenditure was 61-4. The percentage rose to 
77°6 in Jalpaiguri and 75°6 in Champaran, and fell to 37°65 in Balasore and 36-5 
in Puri. Buc of the two Jatter District Boards has a comparatively small 
income. The percentage of the cost of establishment and contingencies on 
total expenditure was 9°3, but in 17 districts the proportion exceeded 10 
cenit., and in Champaran it was as high as 12‘7. For the Province — 
the salary of the District Engineer represents 36°4 per cent. of the total cost of 
establishment and contingencies, though in Cuttack it mounts to 54°8 per cent. 
Column 12 of the statement shows what proportion is borne by the cost of 
establishment to the expenditure on original works and repairs. The mean 
for the Province is 18'2, but this is exceeded by 24 districts, and in Puri 
the percentage reaches 44°2. The ratio borne by the District Engineer's 
salary to the expenditure on original works and repairs is shown in column 13. 
The average is 6-6 per cent., but 10 per cent, is exceeded in six districts, Puri

44, Roads.—The table in Appendix D gives particulars of the number, 
length and cost of the district and village roads, maintained by District 
Boards in 1899-1900. It will be seen that during the year 2,627 district 
roads, with a total length of 23,946 miles, were maintained at a total cost 
of Rs, 25,97,178. Of the total length, 3,352 miles were metalled and 20,594 
miles unmetalled, Of the total cost incurred on metalled roads, Rs. 2,00,345 
were expended on is works and Rs, 8,38,269 on repairs, and of that 
incu on unmetalled roads, Rs. 6,68,575 were spent on original works and 
Rs, 8,89,984 on repairs, The expenditure on account of metalled roads was 
highest in Midnapore, Rs. 1,07,132, Burdwan coming next with Rs, 77,140, 
and Chittagong last with Rs. 204. The outlay on unmetalled roads was 
highest in Darbhanga, Rs. 1,61,358, and lowest in Puri, Rs. 6,339. The 
cost per mile of district metalled roads was highest in Howrah, Rs. 1,632, 
- and lowest in Faridpore, Rs. 33, and that of unmetalled roads was highest in 
Backergunge, Rs. 343, and lowest in Nadia, Rs. 24. The cyclonic storm-wave, 
which swept across a part of South Bhagalpur on the 24th September 1899, 
caused numerons breaches in many district roads, and the damage done 
to earthwork was widespread and heavy. Special estimates for the repairs 
of these damages amounted to Rs, 14,260, but out of this sum Res. 6,101

The second 
is an administrative defect, and is to be found in the lack of professional 
supervision over the technical branches of work for which District Boards 
are responsible, in particular, the construction and maintenance of roads, and 
buildings. The Boards, while affording valuable assistance in indicating 
the local necessities of their several districts, are unable asa rule to 
exercise any aoe check or control over the methods by which these neces- 


sities are supplied, It is inevitable that, as matters now stand, this should be 


80; for ability to criticise in professional matters is not to be expected from 


such bodies as District Boards, who necessarily include among their mem- 


bers but few who chance to be —— of the necessary —— qualifi- 
cations. Consequently, the work done has frequently prov : 
tive and expensive. This is the more unfortunate, because their resources 


are limited and there isa consequent necessity of securing that full value shall

Report of the Board of Revenue on Wards’ and Attached Estates in the Lower 
Provinces for the year 1899-1900, 


Tue total number of estates of all descriptions under the management of 
the Board ee oe year 1899-1900 was 136 as compared with 135 in the 
preceding year, there being {in increase of one in the number of Wards’ estates. 
This total number was made up of 68 Wards’ estates—57 estates managed 
under the Chota Nagpur Encumbered Estates Act, seven Trust and four 
Attached estates. Ten Wards’ estates and eight Attached and Encumbered 
estates were under management for a portion of the year only. 

2. Revenue and cesses due to Government.—The arrear demand from the 
estates under the management of the Board of Rs, 68,622, with the current 
demand of Rs. 55,24,103, made up a total of Rs, 55,92,725. Of this, 
Rs. 55,87,191 were paid and Rs. 55,468 remained outstanding, the balance 
of Rs, 66 being remitted. Arrears, amounting to Rs. 18,851, were due from 
the Patkum Estate in the district of Manbhum, the lessees of which—the . 
Patkum Indigo and Trading Company—have persistently withheld payment 
of rent for several years past. The yara lease will be brought to sale in execu- 
tion of a decree obtained against the Company (which has lately gone into 
liquidation) for the arrears of rent due from the year 1305 (B.8.), and it is 
hoped that this result will put an end to the difficulties into which the 
default of the Company has for years past plunged the affairs of this estate. 
In the Barrabhum Estate Mr. Mathewson holds the greater portion under 
patni and Yara leases. Cesses are due from him, amounting to Rs. 10,247, 
but he represented his inability to realise the cesses payable to him by the 
ghatwals owing to their tenures not being saleable in execution of decrees f 
arrears; and the proceedings instituted for the sale of his vera mahal und 
*the certificate procedure have been temporarily ag The remaining prin- * 
cipal defaulters, viz., Mohula, Sridharpur, Nawada, Mobarak Hossain, Chandra.. 
gurh, and Hardi, paid their arrear dues after the close of the year. 

3. Rent and cesses dus to superior landlords —The current demand of 
rent and cesses due to superior landlords amounted to Rs, 3,48,624, which, 
with the arrear demand of Rs, 54,484, made a total of Rs. 4,03,108 for 

ayment. Of this, Rs, 3,386,748 were paid and Rs, 2,690 remitted, leaving a 
“we ape of Rs, 63,670. The payments amounted to 96°5 per cent. of the 
current and 83°5 per cent. of the gross demand as against 117°6 and 82°3 per 
cent., respectively, in the preceding year. More than two-thirds of the 
balance were due from six estates, viz., the Sridharpur Estate in Jessore 
(Rs. 50,619), the estate of Mrs. H. A. Lucas in Backergunge (Rs. 18,864), 
the Burdwan Raj (Rs. 8,950), the estate of Magun Das Rai in Chittagong 
Rs 8,382), the Satkhira Estate in Khulna (Rs. 7,011), and the Kathamdiri 
tate in Hazaribagh (Rs. 6,198). The balances due from the Sridharpur and 
Kathamdiri Estates could not be paid for want of funds, The balance in the 
estate of Mrs. H. A. Lucas, which was taken in charge on the Sth August 1899, 
was the result of the previous bad management of the estate. The balance in 
the Burdwan Raj is explained to be due, among other reasons, to ignorance 
of the names and addresses of the collecting panchaytes; but, as pointed out 
last year, this information should have been obtained by a reference to the 
District Magistrate, and the repetition of this failure should not occur. In 
the estate of Magun Das Rai the balance has been found to be covered by 
excess payments in previous years on account of noabad tenures. 
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4. Collection of rents and cesses.—The progress made during the last 
five years in the collection of 1ent and cesses due to estates under the charge

This is a result which the Lieutenant-Governor has received with some 
disappointment, for though there were heavy losses from drought in the Chota 
Nagpur Division, and from floods and hail in Bhagalpur and Bihar; still the 
harvests of the province, on the whole, were fine, and from the famine in 
Western and Central India the prices of produce were more remunerative than 
usual to agriculturists, The Lieutenant-Governor, therefore, caused the district 
details to be examined with some care. The percentage of the gross collections 
of the year on the current rental demand (the best test in his judgment of 
estate work) in the several Divisions was as follows :—

_. In the Shahabad district there are three estates under the Court of Wards 
with a gross rental of Rs. $1,274. On the smallest of these, Mahula, the 
collections were only 57 per cent. of the rental of Rs. 10,312; on the others, the 
gocheninge was 89 and 126. The Board quote the Collector’s apology for 

ahula, He presents no excuse. He admits the unsatisfactory result, and 
~ « *» says he has put the estate under the Subdivisional Officer. The Lieutenant- 

Governor wishes he could admit this as sufficient. In the five years this estate 
has been under management, little more than half the rental has been collocted ; 
it is clear that the management has been most negligent and the supervision 
equally defective; and if the measure the Collector has now taken was a 
necessary and proper one, as it doubtless was, there is nothing to show why it 
was not taken years ago, 
In the Saran district, all other estates inthe Court of Wards are over-shadow- 
ed by the Hatwa Estate. In that great property, the collections came to only 
63 per cent. of the rental. The Board have discussed at length the reasons of 
the shortcoming. They consider it to be partly due toa failure of the bhadoi 
crop. The failure was not so severe as to prevent the Court of Wards from col- 
lecting over 100 per cent. on the rental in two other estates in the same district. 
They consider that the orders of the Officiating Manager in September, 
ractically suspending the collection of rents, and the approval of the Officiating 
Jollector, were very indiscreet. ‘The result amply confirms the opinion of the 
Board. Ina season which, on the whole, was not unfavourable, one-third of 
the rents was not collected. The experience of other estates in the same 
district shows how unnecessary 80 exceptional a measure of leniency was, and 
the failure is the more serious because rents that are over largely in arrears are 
ractivally irrecoverable. The explanations, which the Board reproduce, 
—— further ground for disquiet. The Manager reports that he returned 
from leave on the 23rd October. The state of the collections was put before 
him on the 16th November, and he at once withdrew the orders of his locum 
tenens, The Lieutenant-Governor cannot understand how it was possible for 
any Manager to be three weeks on duty without seeing the state of collections 
in his charge, or how he could be in ignorance for so long an interval of the 
momentous orders passed in his absence. Sir John Woodburn commented last 
year on the altogether inadequate information Commissioners received of the : 
progress of collections in the Wards’ Estates in their jurisdiction. He trusts it 
is not possible that, under the standing orders of the Court, Managers themselves 
have not constant and punctual knowledge of their subordinates work in the 
most —— of all their duties. 

In Bhagalpur, the deficit was in the Lachmipur Estate (percentage of 
collections 75), but the explanation is sufficient. The estate was restored to 
the proprietor during the year before collections wero complete. Elsewhere in 
the district collections were excellent. 

Lastly, the Lieutenant-Governor comes to the Chota Nagpur Division, in 
which bad harvests, leading in parts to actual famine, — ordinarily be an 
all-sufficient excuse. But an examination of details again led him to questions, 
which the Board’s report does not answer. In the Hasatthagh district, there

The explanations of the District Officers have now been received. 

Dhanwar, Parasawan, and Barsote are in the Giridhi tract of Hazaribagh, 
which was not affected by scarcity; Satgaon was restored to the proprietor 
before the completion of collections ; Kathamdiri was leased before its assump- 
tion by the Court to men of straw, whom the Deputy Commissioner has taken 
measures to eject. 

In Ranchi and Manbhum, the collections varied, and properly varied, 
according tothe degree in which drought affected the crops. In Pandra, 
there were patni disputes which have yet to be settled. In Bharamahal, the 
actual management began in the middle of the year. * 

This examination has satisfied the Lieutenant-Governor. With the exception 
of the Hatwa and Mahula Estates, the work of the Court of Wards has been, in 
his opinion, most creditable to the management, But the exceptions illustrate the 
necessity on which he has laid repeated stress of close and constant supervision 
of the rent collections by the Manager and his superiors. So long as there 
is no suspicion that the rents are too high, or that the harvest; has been 
matorially damaged, it is the duty of the Manager in his trust for the owner of 
the estate to see that reasonable rents are punctually paid. It is, as the Lieute- 
nant-Governor has said before, his duty in the interests of the tenants themselves. 
Weakness of collections ata time they can pay ends in embarrassments to 
them later on. 

Durivg the year under report the work of classifying the arrear balances 
and obtaining remission of those which were fictitious or hopelessly irrecover- 
able was not carried on generally with as much vigour as in the previous year. 
The total remissions amounted to Rs, 3,80,911 as against Rs. 11,68,448 in 
1898-99. The Lieutenant-Governor has again to impress upon all Collectors 
and Managers the deep importance of regular systematic scrutiny of the arrears 
lists in the estates in their charge. There are items in all estates that are 
irrecoverable; amongst them, arrears which bave resulted from bad harvests or 
losses of cattle, and which the tenant cannot pay without breaking. It is the 
duty of the management to see that claims in such cases are not pressed. On the 
other hand, pleas of this kind demand careful enquiry; the enquiry ought to be 
made, while verification is still easy ; and every enquiry of the sort will give the 
Manager invaluable information as to the character and method of his subor- 
dinates’ work, The Lieutenant-Governor, therefore, again asks that all 
Collectors will hold in view that an annual enquiry into the arrears list on each 
estate is just-as essential a duty of the Manager as the collection of the current 
rents. In the Lachmipur Estate in Bhagalpur, with a current demand of 
Rs. 2,24,979, the balances amounted to Rs, 2,59,421, most of which are reported 
to be fictitious or irrecoverable, The change in management, perhaps, hampered 
udjustments. There are heavy arrears which need scrutiny in Lugma and 
Khagra; and in Maldwar and Narhan, it would appear that there is plenty of 
room for the. removal of irrecoverable arrears. Im the Burdwan Estate the 
unrealised balance due from the khas villages at the close of the year amounted 
to Rs, 8,57,558, including Rs. 63,804 barred by limitation. The corresponding 
figures last year were Rs. 8,49,593 and Rs, 25,935. The increase in the balance 
is stated to be due to increase in the demand, and to bad eollections in the 
Sujamutha portion of the estate in Midnapore owing to defective drainage. 
This balance should be reduced, but the Lieutenant-Governor approves the 
action of the Board in refraining from compelling the reduction, 

At the close of the year a total amount of Ks. 77,06,188 in all was due to 
the estates under management as — with Rs. 70,65,771 in the previous

, _'The most notable failures to reduce, debts occurred in Pandra (first and 
third kismuts), Nawada, Patkum, Biru, Khujwa, Mobarak Hossain, Kera 
L. N. 8.) and Kathamdiri; and in Bettiah, Pachete, Lachmipur, Sheohar, 
tras, Satkhira, Karhurbari, Dharguli, and Barrabhum. The recovery of rent 
from tenure-holders is specially difficult in the Chota Nagpur Division, and this 
———— with the scarcity, exp!ains the presence of sv many of the estates 
of ivision in these lists. ‘Lhe Nawada estate seems to be in great diffi- 
culties, and requires the careful attention of the Oullector. The two estates in 
Saran of Khujwa and Mobarak Hessain are, it is known, difficult to manage 
satisfactorily. 
6. Munagement charges and rates,—During the year under report the 
anagement charges rose in every Division, except Dacea and the Presidency, 
but satisfactory reasons for the increase are given by the Board in most cases. 
The cost of management in the estates under the charge of the Board, as a 
whole, excluding the cost of construction and repairs of office buildings, 
amounted to 7*3. cent. of the total current demand for rent and cesses, as 
compared with 7 per cent. in 1898-99 and 6'9 in 1897-98. The increase of the 
already high management charges in Rahamatpur, Narhan, and Mohula, coin- 
cident with an apparent decrease in efficiency, is very far from satisfactory.

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" “The ‘arrears due from the estates are reported to be not recoverable 
until the amount due is notified by the Accountant-General, 3 
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oceurred in the Burdwan Raj, Syudpur, and the estates of Rajkrishna Banerjea, 
Magun Das Rai, and Fazl Ali Khun. Regarding the first-named estate, the 
Lieutenant-Goyernor is scarcely prepared to agree that the Raj has no 
obligations towards the raiyats of the paint mahals, because its income from 
them is fixed. This fact merely shares those oblizations with the patnidars ; 
and it is desirable that so patent a principle will no longer be disregarded in 
the otherwise excellent management of this great estate. 

8. Cerlificaies.—The total number of certificates filed was 8,935 as against 
7,246 in 1898-99, the number having increased in all Divisions, except 
the Presidency, Dacca, and Chittagong. The greatest increase was in the Patna 
Division, largely owing to the completion of survey and settlement proceedings, 
The number of cases disposed of was greater than in the previous year 
(8,972 as compared with 6,530). Out of the total demand covered by the 
certificates filed, 417 per cent. was realised as compared with 37°5 durin 
the previous year, The realisations were particularly poor in Narhan an 
Rorhung, and, in the case of the latter, an explanation is awaited. An increase 
in the number of certificates is from some points of view unsatisfactory; and 
they should not be filed unless there is a reasonable prospect of recovering 
the rent. In the remaining cases, where solvent tenants persist in refusing to 
pays there is no excuse for failure to rigorously enforce them, Un the whole, the 

ieutenant-Governor is not satisfied with the results of the year, “and trusts 
that there will be further improvement. 

9. Civil Suits —The number of civil suits filed increased from 3,553 in 
1898-99 to 4,054 in 1899-1900, and the demand covered by them also increased 
from Rs. 4,95,768 to Rs. 5,20,731. For some years past Government has been 
enjoining the necessity for greater energy in the execution of decrees; but 
although the Board have drawn the special attention of the Commissioners 
to the matter, tho Lieutenant-Governor regrets to find that out of Rs. 4,82,613 
decreed, a sum of only Rs, 1,15,243, or 23°8 per cent., was recovered, 

The opinion of the Board is as follows:— 

“The Board fear that the difficulties of realisation by the agency of the Civil Ouurt tends 
to increase, rather than to diminish, year by year. The experience of the Superintendent 
and Kemembranoor of Legal Affairs appears to point in the same direction. The remedy 
for this state of affairs appears to them to be the extended use of the provisions of — 
X of the Bongal Tenancy Act to all estates which can afford the cost, so as to give 
the benefit of the certificate procedure,” 

Tho failure to realise decreos is too general to be ascribed to the deficiencies 
of individual managers, and the remedy suggested by the Board appears to 
—— a practical way out of the present difficulty ; but, at the same time, the 

ieutenant-Governor trusts that the efforts of managers in the matter will not 
be relaxed. , 
10. Condition of the tenantry.—Owing to the generally good harvests of the 
* two years, the condition of the tenantry in estates under the Court of 
ards, as in the rest of the Provinee, was, with a few exceptions, satisfactory ; 
and the relations between the managing agency and the tenants were gene- 
rally smooth, In the Bhagalpur District, the crops of the Lugma te 
were damaged by excessive rainfall, which washed away the —* y and also 
caused groat losses among the cattle from disease; and the tenants in parts 
of Lachmipur were badly off in consequence of a disastrous flood-wave, 
which, it is estimated, carried away about 200 men and 600 head of cattle. 
Relief was given to the tenants by Government and zamindars. In Ranchi 
and Palamau, as well a8 in parts of Hazaribagh and in the Government 
Kolhan in Singhbhum, the condition of the tenants was considerably affected 
during the second half of the year, in consequence of the failure of the winter 
puddy for want of sufficient rain In the two first-mentioned districts, as 
well as in the Government Kolhan, works of improvement have been sét on 
foot on a considerable scale from funds allotted by the Board for the purpose ;

The cost of management (Rs, 94,384), excluding the 
commissions paid on collections in villages which are in lease, was 8°6 per cent, 
on the current demand, as compared with 72 per cent. in 1898-99. The 
expenditure on works of improvement, including the Sripur experimental 
farm, was Rs, 23,376. The cost of survey and settlement was Rs, 1,24,984. 

In the Tikari Estate, 1044 per cent, on the current demand was realised, 
in comparison with 95 8 per cent. in 1898-99. The closing balance of income 
over expenditure was Rs. 2,02,452, and the value of Government securities

12, The most important of the eight estates which came under the control 
of the Court of Wards during the year was Churaman in Dinajpur, charge of 
which was assumed on 20th November 1499, the proprietor, Bhupal Chandra 
Rai Chaudhuri, aged about ten months, being declared a minor under see- 
tion 6 (>) of Act IX B.C. of 1879. ‘The greater portion of the estate lies in 
Dinajpur, about one-fifth in Malda, and only a very small portion in Purnea.

The total amount of the loans which have been raised by the Port 
Commissioners from time to time, including the 

— consolidated loan from the Government of 
Rs. 60,25,100 and the Dock Loan of Rs. 2,87,70,566 amounted to Rs, 4,85,60,666, 
and the total amount outstanding on these loans on the 8lst March 1900 was 
Rs. 4,27,42,265, The total investments at credit of the sinking funds have 
been raised from Rs. 20,99,000 at the beginning, to Rs. 23,096,600 at the close, 
of the year. The money is almost entirely invested in the Commissioners’ 
own debentures, 

Against this debt (consisting of the unpaid portion of the consolidated 
loan from the Government, together with the book debt on account of the Port 
Block transferred by the Government to the Commissioners in 1871, the Dock 
Loan, and the eight Debenture Loans), amounting in all to Rs. 4,51,38,865, 
the Commissioners hold block of the nominal value of Rs, 6,06,39,053, including 
reserve funds amounting to Rs. 35,83,856. ies d hold in addition the valuable 
Strand Bank Lands extending from Chandpal Ghat to Aheeritolah Ghat, for 
which they pay to the Government an annual —— of Rs, $7,292.

- Tho Resolution reviewing the Divisional Commissioners’ Reports on the working 
of Municipalities during the year 1898-99, 


_ The number of municipalities in Bengal during the year ending with 
31st March 1900 was 153. Two new municipalities were formed during the 

ear by the subdivision into smaller bodies of existing municipalities which 
had been found too large for efficient administration. The population 
within municipal limits therefore remained practically stationary, the slight 
variation from the previous year’s figures being due to the alteration of certain 
municipal boundaries, According to the census figures of 1891 the population 
of the 153 municipal towns is 2,730,809. 

2. The total number of rate-payers rose from 467,240 in 1898-99 to 
469,669, representing 17-2 per cent. of the municipal population, as against 17-1 
in the previous year. The increase is due to considerable additions in the 
Bhagalpur Municipality, where the number rose from 6,289 in the previous year 
to 10,233. But for this, there would have been a decrease. With reference to 
the falling off of 2,057 in the number of rate-payers in the municipalities of the 
Presidency Division as compared with the previous year, the Commissioner 
remarks that the reason of the variations, which are most marked in towns where 
the tax on persons is in force, is that, when names of rate-payers who have ceased 
to occupy holdings are struck off the demand roll, sufficient efforts are not made 
to maintain the balance by the assessment of new residents, and that many 
persons thus escape taxation altogether. This remark is of general application, 
and it is probable that the resuits of the forthcoming census will disclose a 
percentage of rate-payers decidedly lower than that at present recorded. ‘I'he 

cen’ of rate-payers to population varied between 32°2 at Noakhali and 
bt at Kurseong. Taki ivisional averages, the percent exceeded the 

vincial average in the Presidency (19:3), Chit ong (18:5), and Burdwan 
18:49) Divisions, whilst the rest fell below it. In the Bhagalpur Division 
all the municipalities, except Deoghur and Sahibganj, show an increase, and 
the percentage has risen from 12°8 to 15:1. 

In reviewing the working of municipalities during 1898-99, Government 
had occasion to comment on the extraordinarily large reduction in the number of 
assessees which the figures submitted to Government by the Darbhanga Manici- 
pality showed to have been effected by an objection committee, and the 
attention of the local officers was drawn tothe matter. It is now reported 
that those figures were altogether erroneous, The correct figures show that 
the revision of assessment made in 1897-98 and 1898-99 raised the number of 
assessees by 2,534, or by 37 per cent., and the demand on account of personal 
tax by Rs. 13,146 or 59 percent. The figures of 1899-1900 show a reduction 
on those of 1898 99 of 2 per cent. in the number of assessees, and of 15 cent. 
in the demand; and it is reported that during the current year there been 
a large further reduction. The Commissioner observes that the reduction, 

ing that made during the current year, is enormous and appears to be 
difficult to justify. The explanation given by the Chairman is that the revision 
of assessment was not — done, and that the remissions which have been 
were carefully made and were justified.

the Darbhanga Municipality has not yet attained to the first essential of muni- 
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cipal administration ; that is, reasonable assessment of the property within it. _ 
Both the percentage of rate-payers to population and the incidence of taxation 
in this municipality are for 1899-1900 below the Divisional, and still further 
below the Provincial average, and it appears that a still further reduction will 
be made during the current year, The Lieutenant-Governor trusts that no 
time will be lost in putting the assessment on a final and satisfactory basis, 

« 3. Results of elections held during the year—A general election of Com- 
missioners under the Bengal Municipal Act, 1884, took place during the year, 
on the expiry of the term of office of those who were elected in 1896-97. 
The results of the general elections, and of the bye-elections held during the 
year, are given in Appendix B. These were contested in 251 cases out of 
457, and the percentage of voters was ‘fairly high, In 5 cases the elections 
failed, owing to candidates not being nominated within the prescribed time or 
for other reasons, The average percentage of attendance of voters in contested 
elections was 43°93, against 40:9 in the general election of 1896-97, It is 
reported that generally a considerable amount of interest was taken in the 
elections, but it is nowhere stated what the questions were that aroused this 
interest ; and, so far as can be gathered from the various reports, the issues lay 
generally rather between men than between measures, The incidence of 
municipal taxation, and the range of the objects to which its proceeds can be 
devoted are far more strictly limited in Bengal than in England, and Bengal 
cannot, therefore, be expected to show any such general division as that which 
exists in England between municipal parties. Contests were most general and 
keenest in the Burdwan and Presidency Divisions. Regarding the former of 
these, the Commissioner observes that the party spirit manifested in the majority 
os * municipalities situated on the Last Indion Railway was of an unhealthy

Raghunath ur, 72 at Badyria, Dumraon and Colgong, and 71 at Cossipore- 
Chitpur; whilst the lowest was 23 at Meherpur. 

On the whole, the number of meetings held and the average attendance 
at meetings appears to have been satisfactory and sufficient for practical admin- 
istrative purposes. 

Assessments and taxation.—Tho statement in — C shows the 
mode of assessment prevailing in each municipality in the Province, the per- 
centage at which the tax was levied, and the results of revision of assessment 
made during the year. Of the rates generally levied, those on holdings and 
on persons, the former was in foree in 40 towns, and the latter in the 
remainder, with the exception of Bhadreswar and Puri, where both forms of tax- 
ation were in force’ in different wards, The rate on holdings was levied at the 
maximum rates prescribed by law in all but 11 towns, in which Howrah and 
Darjeeling are included. ‘The tax on persons is levied on the principle of 
apportionment of the taxation ascertained to be necessary among the rate-payers 
according to their circumstances and therefore varies in each town in which it is 
in force. 

Of special rates, the latrine-rate was levied in 93 towns on sliding scales or 
at rates varying from 10 to 3} per cent. A water rate was levied in 9 towns 
which are provided with a filtered water-supply. 

. The incidence of municipal taxation (excluding Calcutta) varied 
between Rs, 7-2-4 at Darjeeling and 4 annas at Bazitpur in the district of 
Mymensingh. The average for the whole Province was Re 1-1-6, showing 
an increase of nine pies per head since the previous year. In 54 towns, against 
46 in 1898-99, the incidence of taxation exceaded one rupee per head of 
population, and it was below 8 annas in 38 towns, against 40 in the previous 

ear. 
f 8. Revision of assessment.—A revision of assessment, general or partial, 
came into force during the year in several municipalities, the best financial 
results being attained in the following towns :—

The bulk of the increase in Bhagalpur, which was very large, was effected 
in respect of the water-rate, which has been doubled. The Commissioner 
observes that this has given rise to much grumbling, as the service has not im- 
_. proved. One chief obstacle in the way of improvement has been lack of funds, 
and as this has now been removed, reforms should be speedily effected. 
The same officer brings to notice a number of instances of apparently unequal

In the tion. recorded by Government on the working of muni- 
cipalities during 1898-99, Howrah and Darbhanga were noticed as the most cons- 
picuous examples of failure in the matter of collections. In * latter — 
pality there been, in the year under review, a very great improvemen 
the percentage of — 22 £002 50°83 to 79°7.

been attained, as noticed in paragraph 2 above, partly by making largo 
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4 
reductions in the demand, But tho amount actually collected has risen ſrom 
Rs. 25,974 to Rs, 31,860, a result which is stated by the Commissioner to be due 
entirely to the exertions of the District Magistrate. As is explained in the 
Magistrate’s report the municipality has been endeavouring to arrive at a 
demand which is really realisable, in place of an — and irrecoverable 
one; and, until this is done, the percentage of collections to the demand 
affords no criterion of administration. Meantime, the improvement on the 
previous year is undoubted, and the municipslity is to be congratulated on it. 
In’ Howrah, on the other hand, the previous unsatisfactory state of things 
has continued. The percentage of total collections was 0-6 of the current and 
69°06 of the total demand, and, in spite of largely increased remissions, the 
enormous outstanding demand has continued stationary. It is unnecessary for 
the purposes of this review to deal at any length with the reasons of the exis- 
tence of this state of affairs. They have already been the subject of a special 
enquiry by the Commissioner whose report has been submitted to Government, 
and who has been requested to formulate proposals for removing the various 
defects which he has enumerated, It is sufficient to observe that the report 
in question indicates clearly the gravest lack of organisation, The Lieutenant- 
Governor trusts that the measures to be taken for the introduction of a better 
system will be effectual and will be promptly introduced. 
Specially unsatisfactory results are noticeable in Bally, where the percent- 
age of total collections to total demand was 53°03, Bhadreswar (53°6) and 
ooghily-Chinsura (541). The administration of the collection department in 
these und several other municipalities of the Burdwan Division requires the 
special attention of the Commissioner. There is also a noticeable deterioration 
in the Bhagalpur Municipality, where the total sum collected: fell off from 
Rs. 87,791 to Rs. 83,161, and the percentage of collections to demand from 
77°88 to 69°9, The principal cause of this was the uncalled for delay of an 
objection committee in disposing of objections, This is the more unfortunate 
since, as has been previously remarked by Government, the finances of this 
municipality have been in disorder for some time, Better results are now 
anticipated from the stricter control which has been obtained by the appoint- 
ment of a new Chairman, and it is to be hoped that the anticipation will not 
be disappointed.

Nagpur Divisions, In the Patna Division, with a reduction in the —— of 
remissions from 5:4 to 3:4, the outstanding balance also was reduced from 
Rs, 43,045 to Rs, 87,149. Taking the caso of individual municipalities, the largest 
remissions were allowed in the ———— of Garden Reach (x2°0), Bhadreswar

Baduria (12'0), Hooghly and Chinsura (11-8), and Jangipur ( 11°5). At Garden 
the large remissions were due to the old and irrecoverable arrears handed 
over to the new municipality by the South Suburban Municipality and to in- 
equitable assessment.

13. Fresh imposts levied the year.—Fecs for the registration of carts 
were levied for the first time in the municipalities of Muktagachha, —— 
and Brahmanberia. A water-rate for the supply of filtered water was for the 
first time levied at Berhampore. Fees under art IX of the Bengal Municipal - 
Act for the cleansing of private prives were also levied for the first time at 
Muzaffarpur and Hazaribagh and in portions of the municipalities of Arambagh,

rubbish, which had practically never been realised before, were collected to 
a considerable extent. i

15, Closing balanees of Municipalities —There was an increase in the aggre- 
gate closing balances of the municipalities from Rs, 4,84,135 to Rs. 6,01,419. 
In several cases funds are being accumulated for schemes of sanitation or other 
municipal reforms, and in some, money was reserved in hand for probable 
plague charges. The savings effected in estimated expenditure during the 
yeax, and the inability to fully utilise loan funds during the year, also led to 
the increase of closing balances. In the following cases, among others, no 
satisfactory explanation has been furnished of the failure of the Commissioners 
to utilise the funds at their disposal :—

Increase in the demand or improvement in collections account for the 
increases shown above, while the several decreases are ascribed, in Dinapore to 
the appearance of plague, and in other towns to laxity in administration. To 
this, Lowerer Patna is an exception. The decrease in the sum collected is due, 
not to any falling off in the standard of collections, but to the diminution of 
the outstanding arrear demand. In the year under review the total colloctions 
exceeded the current demand and the arrear balance was still further reduced. 
This result is extremely creditable to the municipality, the more so since the 
number of rate-payers which it contains very greatly exceeds that in any 
mufassal town in the province. 

19. Zaz on animals and vehicles.—The aggregate receipts rose from 
Rs, 2,09,129 in 1898-99 to Rs, 2,25,697, showing an improvement of Rs. 16,568, 
or 7°9 per cent. The increase was shared by all the Divisions, except 
Rajshahi and Bhagalpur, where there was a small falling off of Rs, 608 and 
Rs. 56 respectively. The largest increase occurred in the Patna and Burdwan 
Divisions, and amounted to Ks. 7,417 and Rs 6,115, respectively. Large 
incréases are returned by the municipalities of Howrah Rs. (4,017), Jessore 

Rs. 1,541, against a total revenue of Rs. 780 in 1898-99), Patna (Rs. 1,361), 

hapra (Rs, 1,424), and Darbhanga (Rs. 1,227). At Howrah the increase was 
apparent only, being due to the share of the income from this source due from 
the Corporation of Calcutta for the second half-year of 1898-99 having been 
credited during the year. At Jessore, as in the other two towns the increase 
was the reasult of better collections. It is noteworthy thatthe revenue from 
this source of the small muncipality of Baraset in the Presidency Division, 
which amounted to Rs. 5,317, was the largest in the whole Division. 

20. Zax on professions and trades——The revenue of Ks, 50,431 shows a 
small improvement of Rs. 1,576, or 3°2 per cent, The largest increase of 
Rs. 3,702 occurred in the Patna Division, and was contributed by tho Patna 
Municipality, where the increase of Rs. 1,392 was due to more efficient 
administration. The income fell off in the Burdwan and Jenga’ Divi- 
sions, the two Divisions in which an increase would naturally be looked for. 

Witha view to improve collections under this head, the Commissioners of the 

J Howrah Municipality propose to open a demand register for these fees and thus 
to place a check on the license officer: As is remarked by the Commissioner, 

such a register is un obvious necessity, and should be opened in other muni- 
ipalities where it is not kept at present. Bad frade in some places and laxity 

: supervision in others were responsible for the falling off of incomo in the 
Burdwan and Presidency Divisions. 
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21. Tolls on roads and at ferries —Tolls are nowhere levied on any roads 
in Bengal, nor do the municipalities in the Chota Nagpur Division derive any 
income from ferries, The revenue fell from Rs, 1,49,066 to Rs. 1,31,275, de, 
by Rs. 17,791, or 119 per cent, The receipts rose only in the Dacca 
Division, and were almost stationary in the Presidency and Chittagong Divi- 
sions. There was a reduction in the remaining Divisions, the largest 
decline of Rs, 9,011, and Rs, 5,283 occurring in the Patna and Bhagalpur 
Divisions. The Municipal Commissioners of Patna remitted a sum of Rs, 3,833 
on account of ferry rents to compensate the lessee for the loss of income on the 
occasion of the Sonepore Fair due to the appearance of the plague. Arrears 
to the amount of Rs. 5,465 were realised by the Commissioners in the previous 
year, which accounts for the comparutive decline in the present year. The 
decrease in the Bhagalpur Division was shared by the municipalities of 
Monghyr (Rs. 1,450) and Bhagalpur (Rs. 3,833). In the former the decrease 
was due to default on the part of a farmer, and in the latter to the deposit 
of earnest money on account of a ferry having been wrongly credited to the 
ferry accounts in January 1898. In the Burdwan Division the bulk of the 
decrease occurred at Burdwan, owing to the settlement of the ferries at a 
smaller rent during the year. The increase in the Dacca Division occurred 
mainly in the Dacca Municipality, where it was due to the realization of 
arrears. 

22, Water-rate.—This rate is levied innine towns where water-works have 
been installed, against eight in the previous year. At Dacca the Commissioners 
levy no rate for the water supplied, Deducting Rs. 7,971, the receipts accruing 
tothe Berhampore Municipality for the first time, the revenues in the remaining 
eight towns show an increase of Rs. 18,325, the receipts in them having risen 
from Rs. 2,00,614 to Rs. 2,18,939,. The increase was shared mainly by the 
municipalities of Howrah (Rs. 5,986), Burdwan (Rs. 3,728), Cossipore-Chitpur 
(Rs. 4,214), and Bhagalpur (Rs. 5,710). The levy of an increased rate and 
adoption of coercive measures led to the improvement in the collections at 
these places. At Darjeeling the receipts declined by Rs. 3,447, owing to 
the reduction of the rate from 3} to 22 per cent. on the annual value of 
holdings, and also to the suspensioa of the collection of the rate after the 
disastrous cyclone and landslips of 24th September 1899. 

23. Lighting-rate,—This rate is levied only inthe municipalities of Howrah 
and Darjeeling, In the former the receipts declined from Rs. 45,112 to 
Rs, 44,789, whilst in the latter they rose from Rs,9,241 to Rs, 15,499. The 
decline at Howrah was due to a uniform rate of 3 per cent. being levied 
throughout the municipality in lieu of the 32 percent, rate which was hitherto 
in force in some portions of it. At ag Narr the rate, which was raised 
from 2 to 2} per cent., was levied throughout the year, whilst in 1898-99 
the rate was only in force for a portion of the year. 

24. Conservancy, including scavenging and latrine rates.—The income under 
this head rose from Rs, 5,72,233 to Rs. 6,41,510, resulting in the large 
advance of Rs. 69,227, or 10'7 per cent.,on the receipts of the previous year. 
Large increases have accrued eyery year, and the total revenue, which 
_stood at Rs. 4,50,747 in 1894-95, has risen by Rs. 1,90,763 in five years, 
or Rs, 38,152 a year on the average. The imposition of a latrine-tax is

25. Tax on persons according to their circumstances and property.—The total 
revenue rose from Rs. 5,51,196 in 1898-99 to Rs. 5,66,699, resulting in an 
increase of Rs, 15,508, or 2°8 per cent. The increase was shared by all the 

é Divisions, except the Presidency and Patna, and was largest in the Burdwan 
Division (Rs. 4,395) and in Chota Nagpur (Rs. 5,134), There was a decline

28. Gifts of money or land and works of public utility executed by private 
individuals.— Besides the contributions included in the statement above, the 
following instances of private liberality deserve mention:—The Burdwan Raj 
Estate continued to confer a great boon on the people of the town and district 
of Burdwan by the maintenance of a charitable hospital and dispensary 
and almshouse, about 10 miles of metalled road, a second class free college, 
and a free collegiate school, a Sanskrit tol and a free girls’ school. It 
entirely maintained the charitable dispensary in Kalna. The East Indian 
Railway Company supplied two hydrants for the supply of drinking water 
to the people of the Asansol Bazar. Babus Satya Kripal and Satya Bhupal 

jee, sons and executors to the estate of the late Babu Satya Doyal 
Banerjee of Telinipara, ms Rs. 500 to the Bhadreswar Municipality for 
the metalling of the Bhibto la ghat road, on condition that its name should be 
changed to that of their late father, Rai Hari Charan Chaudburi, Rai 
Bahadur, contributed Rs. 1,050 towards the construction of buildings for 
the Hospital and Dispensary at Khulna and also paid Rs. 5,000 for invest- 
ment in Government securities, the interest accruing from which is to be 
hypothecated to the maintenance of the indoor — of the hospital. 
Rupees 9,433 in all were collected from private subscriptions and donations 
for the buildings of the hospital, ont of which Maharaja D Charan 
Law, ore, paid Rs 1,000, Kumar Munmatha Nath Mitra Rs, 1,900, 
Babus Girija Nath Rai Chaudhuri and Satyendra Nath Rai Chaudhuri Rs. 600, 
and Babus Dakhina Mohan Rai, Barada Prosad Rai Chaudhuri, and Priya Nath 
Das and Srimati Kamal Kumari Chaudiurani paid Rs. 500 each, The 
Baranagore Jute Factory Company have provided two electric lights which

aro a great convenience to the people. Srimati Swarnamani.Dasi, of Calcutta, 
has constructed a public ghat on the river Hooghly at Dakhineshwor, and has 
made it over to the Kamurhati Municipality. Babu Nabin Chand Ghosh, the 
late Chairman of the Rajpur Municipality, has caused a building to be 
constructed at a cost of Rs. 2,000 on the bank of the Maraganga (the old 
bed of the Ganges) and has thrown it open to the public for use as a 
Gangajatri ghdt, or resting place for moribund persons who come to the river 
to die, Babu Devendra Nath Ghosh has relieved the same municipality 
of the charges of maintaining a road, and has put up five street lights. In 
Titaghar, the Khardah Company continued to supply filtered water to the 
public, for whom they have set up five hydrants outside their mills. The 
Titaghar Jute Mill Company have put up two additional hydrants for the same 
purpose. The Kankinara Jute Mills and the Imperial Paper Mills have each put 
up four hydrants vutside the mill premises, from which about 20,000 gallons of 
filtered water are given away to the public of Bhatpara. The Anglo-Indian 
Jute Mills of Kankinara and the Alliance Jute Mills of Jaggaddal have respect- 
ively constructed 2,630 and 500 square feet of masonry drain at a cost of 
Rs, 1,0)0 and Rs. 300, Babu Rup Das Mukerji, one of the Municipal Commis- 
sioners of —— has constructed a public bathing ghüt and a chandney on the 
river bank at Bhatpara at a cost of Rs, 5,000. Babu Radha Nath Bagchi gave 
Rs. 500 to the Santipur Municipality for the construction of a water reservior 
and for the improvement of the local municipal schocl, Besides his usual sub- 
scription of Ks, 20 a month to the Murshidabad Dispensary, the Nawab Bahadur 
continued to pay a monthly contribution of Rs. 50 for the entertainment of a 
lady doctor in permanent commemoration of Her Majesty’s Jubilee. He also 
paid a donation of Rs. 200 for the purchase of surgical instruments for the dis- 
—— Her Highness Nawab Shamsi-Jahan Begam Saheba, c.1., paid out of 
1er promised contrjbution for the construction cf a ward for infectious diseases 
in connection with the hospital Rs. 250 in addition to Rs, 750 paid in previous 
years, The Maharaja of Dinajpur granted a piece of land, together with the 
materials of an old building standing thereon, for the purpose of constructing 
the local Municipal Office. In the municipality of Bogra the public library 
building, which was destroyed by the —— of 1597, was rebuilt at a cost 
of Rs, 4,812, of which Nawab Syed Abdus Sobhan Chaudhury contributed 
Rs. 8,665, The Thompson Hall at Bogra, which was also very badly damaged 
by the earthquake, was repaired at a cost of Rs. 1,808, paid by Babu Radha 
Raman Munshi of Sherpur, at whose cost the building was originally built. 
Rupees 626 was contributed by the Bengali merchants and other gentlemen of 
Sirajganj for the construction of the local dispensary building, In the 
Gaya Municipality a donation of Rs. 4,000 was made by the nine annas 
Tikari Raj towards the construction of a new operating room in the Pilgrim 
hospital. Messrs. Burrows, Thomson, and Mylne contributed a sum of Rs, 1,084 
towards the expenses of the Jagadispur Dispeneary and maintained a middle class 
English school ata cost of Rs. 674. In the Motibari Municipality, Babu Bishun 
Perkash Narain dingh, zamindar of Madhuban, made a contribution of Rs. 500 
for the construction of the Motihari Municipal school building, which colla 
in the floods of 1898. In the Darbhanga Municipality, Rai Ganga Pershad 
Singh Bahadur made a contribution of Rs. 1,654 towards the cost of surgical 
instruments for the Bunwari Lall Hospital. The Narhun Estate made a grant 
of Rs, 500 for the improvement of the charitabie dispensary at Samustipur, 
Contributions aggregating Rs. 2,684 were received by the Patna Municipelity 
during the year from several rate-payers towards the construction of drains, aud 
the Commissioner remarks that it is gratifying to notice that this principle of

81. Office and Colleclion E£stablishment.-—-The total expenditure on office 
establishment shows an increase of Rs. 4,226, and that on collection establish- 
ment of Rs. 6,548. There has been a steady growth of expenditure under this 
heading during the past five years, but it is evident from the Commissioners’ 
reports that this item is carefully scrutinised by themin passing the budgets 
of municipalities. The Commissioner of the Presidency Division reports 
that there is a tendency in some of the ‘‘udvanced” municipalities to create new 
appointments or to raise the pay of their servants, in anticipation of sanction 
to budget provision and in disregard of orders disallowing the budget provi- 
sions or prohibiting such irregular and unauthorised expenditure, and that, to 
check this tendency, the Commissioner found it necessary in the case of 
one municipality to pass an order, under the new rule 52A. of the Municipal 
Account Rules, directing the audit in the Magistrate’s office of the municipal 
establishment bills with reference tv the sanctioned scale before payment of 
the bills. The Commissioner further reports that, with a view to obviate 
inconsistencies and great variations invexpendimre under these two heads, 
attempts are being made gradually to introduce a fixed and proportionate scale 
of expenditure on office and collection establishments with permissicn to the 
Municipal Commissioners to settle details within those limits. 

32, Prevention of fire.—The expenditure under this head rose from 
Rs, 18,822 to Rs. 20,982, and almost the entire amount of the charge was 
incurred in the municipalities which are served by the Metropolitan Fire 
Brigade and contribute to its cost, viz., Howrah (Rs. 4,358), Cossipore-Chitpur 
(Rs, 13,016), Maniktala (Rs. 699), and Garden Reach (Rs.350). Outside these 
the only expenditure of any amount was incurred by the Serampore Monici- 
pality, viz., Rs. 1,186 on tho purchase of a fire-engine. 

33, Street-lighting.—The expenditure under this head rose from Rs. 1,53,170 
to Rs. 2,13. 611, showing an increase of Rs. 60,441, or 39°4 per cent , which was 
shared by all the Divisions except Chittagong, where the expenditure shows a 
small decline of Rs. 187, ‘The increase was largest in the Burdwan Division 
where the expenditure rose from Rs, 25,004 to Rs. 69,198. This, however, 


is mainly accounted for by the payment of arrear bills by the municipality of © 
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Howrah. The next largest increase occurred in the Rajshuhi Division of 
Rs, 9,059, out of which Rs, 6,854 occurred at Darjeeling alone, due to an 
increase in the working expenses of the —— installation in that town, 
and to the cost of repairs to the installations which were damaged by the 
eyclone and landslips of 24th September 1899. Sixteen municipalities spent 
nothing on this service, against 17 in the previous year. , 

34, Watr-supply—Under this head the total expenditure rose from 
Rs, 2,01,387 to Rs. 2,40,507, showing an increase of Rs, 39,120, or 19°4_ per 
cent. over the expenditure in the previous year. The increase was shared by 
six Divisions, of which Burdwan and Rajshahi return the largest figures, viz, 
Rs, 19,011 and Re, 16,999. Inthe former Division the municipality of Howrah 
incurred an increased expenditure of Rs. 16,692 on the extension of the water- 
supply to 20 lanes not served before, in which 36 additional stund-pipes have 
been supplied. ‘There was an increase of Rs. 2,073 at Burdwan, due to the 
payment of arreur bills for the supply,of coal. Darjeeling shows an increase 
of Rs. 21,195, due to special repairs to the pipe lines, which were cunsiderably 
damaged by the cyclone of 24th September 1899, and also to an increase on 
ordinary repairs and establishments. ‘The question of improving and extend- 
ing the water-supply of the town has been settled, and the Commissioners have 
already ———— the requisite works by means of a loan from Government. 
The supply of water will be raised, when the works now under construction 
are completed, to 276,000 gallons a day. The Pasteur-Chamberland filter 
installed in the town has been removed by the contractors, owing to the feilure 
of the works to fulfil the terms of the contract. At Cossipore-Chitpur the whole 
area is now supplied with filtered water. The total length of the pipes laid is 
85,743 running feet, and there are altogether 110 double-mouthed and seven 
single-mouthed stand-pipes placed at convenient distances. At Maniktola a 
further length of 4,077 feet of pipes was laid and 13 new hydranis were 
erected during the year. A scheme was worked out during the year to 
lay pipes along six miles of roads within the populous quarter of the South 
Suburban Municipality with 25 hydrants at convenient distances. The 
scheme was sanctioned by Government after the close of the year. At 
Garden Reach the scheme for providing filtered water to the people of the 
populous portion of the town is still under the consideration of a Sub-Committee 
appointed by the Municipal Commissions. At Baraset a Larymore boiler, 
set up at a cost of Rs, 521, is said to be giving excellent water to the people 
of the town. The Municipal Commissioners are taking steps to acquire and 
improve a tank in each ward by means of a loan from Government. At 
Berhampore the new water-works were opened during the year. At Rajpur 
two tanks have been excavated at a cost of Rs. 4,750. ° At Rampur Boalia 
almost all the tanks were flushed with river-water during the flood season. 
The Chairman reports that during the hot weather, when a big chur formed 
in the river leaving a stagnant channel below the town, the water of which 
was not fit for — purposes, water from the flowing stream was fetched 
by boats and supplied to the — at a nominal cost; but very few persons 
availed themselves of this supply of river-water, preferring to drink the foul 
tank water, for which they had to pay nothing. The water-supply of this 
town is very bad, and is, in the opinion of the Civil Surgeon, responsible 
for the recurring epidemics of cholera, The Commissioners are considering a 
scheme for improying the water-supply. The Municipal Commissioners of 
Gaya have still before them a — scheme for a supply of filtered 
water, which, however, cannot be carried out for want of funds. ‘The question 
of water-supply at Bhagalpur has recently been much complicated by the 
shifting of the stream of the Ganges, and water is now drawn from a stream 
in which the supply is insufficient and the quality very inferior. It was 
proposed that a series of wells should be sunk in the chur near the intake, 
and that they should be covered over with brick domes, so as to furnish a con- 
tinuous supply of naturally-filtered water at all times of the year. Government 
sanctioned a grant of Rs. 10,000 from the Provincial revenues for the purpose, 
and offered to sanction a loan of Re, 15,000; but the municipality has so far 
sunk only one well, and the remainder of the scheme is in abeyance, To make 
the difficulty worse, the management of the works themselves has been v 
inefficient, A new Superintendent, however, has recently been appointed, 
under whom an improvement is reported to have commence 
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Considerable activity was displayed during the year in several municipali- 
ties in excavating hades i — wells and tube-wells, in improving 
existing tanks and wells, and specially reserving selected tanks and wells for 
drinking and culinary 8. Slt 

The statement in Appendix M shows the statistics of sources of water- 
supply available in each municipality and of the quality and quantity of

(Rs. 6,736), whilst the expenditure shows a falling off in the Bhagalpur Division 
of Rs. 3,928.

A comprehensive scheme for the drainage of the Howrah Municipality is 
under preparation by the Municipal Engineer. The present state of the road- 
side drains is reported to be very unsatis eit At Patna nine new drains wero 
constructed during the year, and several old drains were remodelled and linked 
up. A large well was sunk and a reservoir constructed for flushing a largo, 
underground drain and other drains connected with it. The great improve- 
ments which have been made in the sanitary condition of Patna under the present 
regime have, it is satisfactory to observe, been maintained and continued durin 
the year under review, Four years ago the condition of the town was suc 
that local opinion demanded a special Commission on it. The city is now re- 
ported by the Sanitary Commissioner to be in process of becoming one of the 
cleanest and healthiest municipalities in India. At Muzaffarpur the increased 
expenditure was incurred on the construction and repair of drainage channels. 
At Monghyr the Commissioners have taken steps to improve the roadside 
drains in two of the most important wards by means of a loan of Rs. 10,000 
from Government and the sum of Rs, 18,280 raised by subscription. The 
work in one ward has commenced, and the scheme for the other ward is under 
the consideration of the Sanitary Board. 

36. Conservancy (including road-cleaning and watering and latrines).—The 
total charges on this account amounted to Rs. 10,86,791, a figure practically the 
same as that of the previous year. The statistics given in Appendix F show 
that the expenditure on this, the most important item of municipal expendi- 
ture, vuried from 62°6 per cent. of the total expenditure during the year at 

Bhatpara to 4°2 per cent, at Taki. Amongst other towns with high percentages 
of —— on this item may be mentioned Titagarh (684), Garulia (51°7), 
Noakhali (49°3), Naihati (49°2), and Hooghly and Chinsura (48-68); whilst 
on the other hund, comparatively small ex chiens was incurred in the muni- 
cipalities of Jessoro (20°), Khulna (17-0), Rampur Boalia (21-2), Darbhanga 
(16:4), Motihari (17-7), and Bhagalpur (17°79), all of which form the head- 
quarters of districts, It is curious to note how the percentage of expenditure 
varies in municipalities similarly circumstanced, such as Jhalakati and Pirojpur 
in the Backerganj district, where, with the same amount of income —— 
the year, the percentages were 40-7 and 25:5, respectively. As regards large 
towns, however, which from time to time incur large capital expenditure on 
drainage or water-works schemes, comparative percentage figures are naturally 
subject to considerable fluctuations. ere was a nominal decline at Patna, 
owing to the fact that in 1898-99 the ———— had to undertake the con- 
struction of plague sheds, and to pay contribution to Government for plague 
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scautions, the charges for which were included under ‘this head. ‘There was 
no such expenditure during ‘the year under review. Similarly, in the Ga 
Municipality the expenditure in 1498-99 was abnormally high, owing tot

At Burdwan the increase was due partly to the payment of charges 
incurred in the previous year, ard partly to increased expenditure. incurred 
during the year. The inerease at Titagarh was due tv the excavation of two 
tanks on the trenching-ground, and the employment of additional establishinent, 
Increased establishment and the constructioa of « public latrine account for the 
ineréase at South Barrackpore. At Garden Reach the inerease was chietly on 
account of the sinking of six wells for road-watering. The decline at Howrah 
and Darbhanga is only apparent, being due to the wrong classification in 
1898-09 of certain charges under this head, which have been shown under the 

roper head in 1899-1900. No explanation has been given of the reduction at 
Berampore, whilst that at Baidyabati was due to the unsatisfactory ground of the 
reduction of the conservancy staff, It is reported that coke-breeze filters are 


- working satisfactorily at Dacca, Narayanganj and Nasirabad. 


Since the close of the year the Sanitary Board have published a report 
on the results of the experiments carried on by the Sanitary Engineer in 
the septic tank treatment of sewage. Further experiments have been directed 
by Government, and in the meantime municipal nuthorities have been advised 
to proceed cautiously in introducing the system. 

87. Huspilals aid LDispexsaries.—'\he expenditure under this head 
amounted to Ks. 3,809,172, an increase of Rs. 28,516 on the previous year. 
The actual expenditure from: municipal reyenues was Rs. 2,50,165, showing 
an increase almost precisely equal to that in the contributions made to muni- 
cipalities for medical purposes. ‘he most important undertaking of the 
year was at Khulna, where a new hospital was constructed by the municipality 
with the wid ofa contribution from Government and liberal private subscrip- 
tions, This undertaking affords a gratifyiug example of what can be effected 
by well-directed public spirit. In Darbhanga the outdoor dispensary was con- 
verted into an indoor hospital, causing a rise in expenditure of Rs. 5,513, and 
extensions and improvements were made in the dispensury at Burdwan. On 
the whole, it appears that municipalities contribute to this purpose as liberally 
as their resources will permit. Complaints, however, occur in the reports of the 
unwillingness of private individuals to subseribe to the support of institutions 
under the management of municipalities, The liberality of the public is 
conspicuous on special occasions, as in Khulna during the year under review, 
when funds are required for a tangible object, such as the construction of a 
new building; but interest in medical institutions has been found almost 
invariably to flag when it comes to keeping up a regular. flow of subscriptions 
for the maintenance of a municipal iapentary. This fact was specially 
brought to the notice of Government during the year, and instructions 
were issued with a view to ensuring that the contributions of munici- 


pulities to dispensaries should be fixed for definite periods, that unofficial 
managing Committees shuuld exercise more direct control over management 


and given a greater interest than they at present have in obtuining 
subscriptions by the certainty of being able to devote the whole amount 
cl , in addition to 1@ municipal contribution, to the improvement of 
their dis ies. ‘hese instructions will, it is hoped, have a good effect in 
imere.sing private contributions.

43. Audit of Accounts, and embezzlemenis.—A large nuniber of cases of 
embezzlement was brought to notice again during the past year, most of which 
were facilitated by laxity of supervision of the collection establishment. The 
defalcations occurred in the municipalities of Kotrang, Maniktala, Nator, 
Darjecling, Nalchitti, Patna, Kishenganj, Lohardaga and Daltonganj.
